SMALL DAMS IN A SERIES HOLD 
BACK FLOOD WATERS 


“If the flood water can be held 






by. dams in the small canyons of 
the mountains it will never get into 
the big canyons as a flood, and 
therefore there would be no dam- 
aging floods,’ declared Frank H. 
Olmsted of Los Angeles yesterday. 
Mr. Olmsted is a _ civil, hydraulic 
and sanitary engineer, who has 
been professionally prominent in 
Los Angeles for many years. He 
made one of the original reports 
on the cost of the Los Angeles 
aqueduct system, telling the Ange- 
lenos that it would cost something 
like $35,000,000 to complete, and 
his report was thrown into the 
discard, although the working test 
has indicated that Olmsted was 
much closer to the truth than other 
engineers whose estimates were 
much lower. 

Mr. Olmsted is one of the group 
of engineers who are studying the 
flood control problem and who be- 
lieves that inexpensive rock and 
log dams in the small canyons will 
hold back the flood water for a few 
hours and soak much of the water 
‘into the mountain sides, thus pre- 
venting the accumulation of flood 
torents in the. larger streams that 
cause havoc in the valleys. 

Mr. Olmsted happened to be in 
town yesterday, first of all because 
he was en route to the Imperial 
lvalley to study flood conditions 
there as a consulting engineer, and 
his train could get no further than 
Colton, So he took advantage of 
the opportunity to come over to 
San Bernardino, because he had 
already been asked to address the 
Thursday luncheon people in this 
‘city on the flood control topic.
